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WE  NOMINATE 

Philena  Fine  Locke,  52-year  old  widow  of  the  late 
Bradford  B.  Locke,  beloved  lay  administrator  of  church 
affairs,  and  daughter  of  the  late  Dean  Henry  Burchard 
Fine,  one  of  Woodrow  Wilson's  stalwarts  in  the  "Second 
Battle  of  Princeton"  that  planted  the  seed  for  the  flower- 
ing of  Princeton  University  at  the  close  of  its  second  cen- 
tury. A  native  of  the  Borough,  Mrs.  Locke,  although 
forced  since  the  death  of  her  husband  to  limit  her  par- 
ticipation in  community  ventures,  belongs  to  the-  too- 
small  group  of  Princetonians  who  are  deeply  conscious  of 
the  need  for  more  widespread  acceptance  of  the  every-day 
responsibilities  of  citizenship  in  a  democracy. 

Mrs.  Locke,  a  member  of  Princeton  Hospital's  Board 
of  Trustees,  a  trustee  of  Miss  Fine's  School  and  president 
of  the  Garden  Club  of  Princeton,  last  month  regretfully 
declined  a  bid  to  run  for  Borough  Council  on  the  Demo- 
cratic ticket.  Behind  the  Democrats'  invitation  laid  sound 
political  reasoning,  inasmuch  as  Mrs.  Locke  in  1933  per- 
formed the  near-impossible,  even  at  the  height  of  G.O.P. 
do-nothingness,  and  ran  ahead  of  her  party's  mayoralty 
candidate  to  become  the  first  and  only  woman  in  Prince- 
ton history  to  ascend  to  the  Borough's  governing  body. 

Educated  in  private  schools,  Mrs.  Locke  studied  at  the 
New  York  School  of  Social  Work,  completed  18  months 
of  nurse's  training  and  plunged  into  the  activities  of  local 
service  organizations  in  1919-1920.  Volunteer  duty  with 
the  Medical  Social  Service  of  the  American  Red  Cross 
preceded  her  election  to  the  Community  League  Board, 
charged  with  the  supervision  of  the  municipality's  relief 
agencies,  and  that  office  in  turn  led  directly  to  the  Mu- 
nicipal Directorship  of  Relief,  the  equivalent  of  a  full- 
time,  paying  position  during  the  economic  crises  of  early 
Rooseveltian   days. 

It  was  during  World  War  II  that  Mrs.  Locke,  now 
affiliated  with  the  Princeton  Bank  and  Trust  Company, 
demonstrated  her  versatility  and  organizational  ability  to 
all  of  Princeton.  With  two  of  her  four  children  prepar- 
ing for  overseas  service  with  the  MJarines,  she  not  only 
headed  the  vitally  important  Nurses'  Aid  Program  but 
also,  as  Chairman  of  Volunteer  Services  under  the  De- 
fense Council,  undertook  the  tedious  task  of  recruiting 
personnel  and  maintaining  24-hour  duty  rosters  for  air- 
spotting  posts  in  the  vicinity. 

For  her  rare  sense  of  humanity  in  struggling  for  the 
well  being  of  others;  for  providing  for  another  genera- 
tion of  Princeton  women  an  outstanding  example  of  what 
a  private  citizen  can  accomplish  "in  addition  to  normal 
duties";  for  personifying  those  qualities  of  character  and 
leadership  which  are  traditionally  associated  with  Ameri-
